REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


In the Spring of 1968 the State Tax Commission 
ordered the Town of Newbury to reassess the Town 
or have the Tax Commission do it. This would have 
been of considerable expense to the Town. The 
selectmen decided to do the work themselves and 
thus save the taxpayers the cost of hiring outsiders 
do the work. 


The project proved to be more extensive than 
was anticipated. Every piece of property was in- 
spected with the exception of some of the wood- 
land holdings. As a result of the reevaluation and 
giving from 35% to a conservative 100% the valu- 
ation of the Town jumped from roughly four mil- 
lion to close to 13 million dollars, and the rate drop- 
ping from $49.00 per thousand to $17.00 per thou- 
sand. There were relatively few requests for abate- 
ments. It must be remembered that everytime an 
abatement is given to a taxpayer the reduction has 
to be absorbed by the unabated taxpayers. 


Every seven years according to an old New 
Hampshire law the Town line must be perambu- 
lated and all boundary markers duly marked. This 
has been done in conjunction with the Selectmen of 


Sunapee, New London, Bradford, Sutton and Go- 
shen.. 

The Selectmen in cooperation with the Road 
Agent investigated several types of loaders. After 
due consideration it was decided to purchase the 
Hough Loader. 

The roads in Newbury are constantly undergoing 
improvement and this past year was no exception. 
The State of New Hampshire through T.R.A. (Town 
Road Aid) allocated $6,407.40 to the Town. This 
sum paid a portion of improving a section of the 
Chalk Pond Road. 

The Lakeside Cemetery has been enlarged, a new 
section being developed by the Town Road Crew. 
This project included all of the unused land at this 
cemetery. The Selectmen have .also inspected the 
Chandler Cemetery at Mt. Suinapee with the thought 
of possibly acquiring adjoining land in the future 
for the enlargement of this cemetery. 

A meeting was held at the Town Hall regarding 
the extension of the present sewer system to include 
the Bowles Road, the Croft Beach and the Cressy 
Point areas. After lively discussion the necessary 
two-thirds vote was lost by a very few votes.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT 

Once again this year as in 1968 inspections of 
sewage disposal systems of shore properties along 
Lake Sunapee, Chalk Pond, Todd Lake, and two 
cottages at Mt. View Lake have been made by your 
health officer and Mr. Merle Rich assisting. 

The largest percentage of undesirable conditions 
this year was found to be disposal of wash or drain 
water from kitchen sinks and lavatories to top of 
ground. There were two cases of automatic washers 
being drained to top of ground and these have since 
been corrected. 

This year inspections were extended to include 
Blodgett Landing and the Croft Beach area. This 
was done to find out, as much as possible, how 
many cottages were being used during winter months 
when the town’s sewage disposal system is shut off. 
As the system was never constructed for winter, it is 
evident several cottages are being used during this 
period. 

A very bad sewage disposal condition exists along 
the Croft Beach area especially in the spring when 


the water level of Lake Sunapee is even higher than 
some sewage disposal systems. Now that this lake 
has been declared as Class A it is imperative that 
such conditions be corrected as soon as possible. 


Another situation exists which consists of Ap- 
proval of Construction permits for new installations 
of sewage disposal systems. I have just received a 
list of names of those who have construction approv- 
als from the N.H. Water Supply and Pollution Con- 
trol Commission. The list shows a considerable in- 
crease over those at the end of 1968 and indicates 
that some property owners are ignoring the necessity 
of having their systems inspected for approval of op- 
eration as stated on the reverse side of each con- 
struction approval. 


I must stress again, that all new installations for 
sewage disposal systems have to be inspected for 
approval of operation by the health officer, as an 
agent of the N.H. Water Supply and Pollution Con- 
trol Commission BEFORE the system is covered 
over and a report sent to the Commission. This ap- 
plies to all new installations within 1,000 feet of 
any brook, stream, river, pond, or lake in N.H.

REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


The 1969 fire season was a quiet one in this area. 
Frequent rains kept the danger to a minimum and 
there were few violations. Your Forest Fire War- 
den’s job would be easier if everyone understood the 
State laws that govern the kindling of outdoor fires. 
A synopsis of these laws follow: 


Fire Permit 

A fire permit is needed for all outdoor fires in or 
near woodland anytime the ground is not covered 
with snow. This includes household waste burning, 
even if in an incinerator, grass burning, garden trash 
as well as brush burning. Such burning is restricted 
by regulation to be prior to 9:00 a.m. and after 
5:00 p.m. 


Exceptions 

Commercial or industrial burning is allowed any- 
time under normal conditions with permission of 
the District Chief and a permit from the Fire 
Warden. 


Camp or cooking fires are allowed on your own 
property with permission of the Fire Warden. On 
another’s property with written permission of the 
landowner and permission of the Fire Warden. The 
Warden can forbid such fires if in a hazardous area. 
Permits for cooking fires in the White Mountains 
National Forest can be obtained from the Laconia 
Office or at the Ranger Stations. Permits are not re- 
quired in public camp or picnic grounds where fire- 
places have been built for this purpose.

Penalties 

1. For kindling a fire without a permit. Maxi- 
mum of $200.00 fine; or imprisonment for not 
more than 60 days. 

2. For kindling a fire by any means wilfully or 
recklessly that shall endanger woodlands the 
maximum fine is $500.00 or one year’s im- 
prisonment. 

3. For failure to totally extinguish a camp or 
cooking fire before leaving it the same penal- 
ties as in (1) above. 

4. For dropping inflammable material in or near 
woodland maximum fine of $25.00. 

Fire prevention is a personal matter and a good 

habit. Keep our town free from smokes in 1970.

INFORMATION BOOTH REPORT 
FOR 1969 


The booth was opened on week-ends only for 
May and June, 12 states and Canadian cars were 
represented for these week-ends, with a total of 
139 cars and 415 people. 

In July we had visitors from 30 states, 1 car from 
Sweden, 1 car from D.C. and 4 Canadian Provinces. 

oTtal cars from U.S. 462, from Canada 13, mak- 
ing a total of 475 cars and 1,547 people. This is a 
decrease from July 1968 of 78 cars, and 333 people. 

There was an increase of cars and people in Au- 
gust from the year 1968, 32 states including one 
from Alaska, and 4 Canadian Provinces.

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REPORT OF ACCOMPLISHMENTS 
OF HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT — 1969 


Graveled three miles of road using 1800 yards of 
gravel. 

Cleaned sand from all black top roads during 
spring. 

Repaired and patched all black top roads. 

Cleaned all ditches and culverts on gravel roads 
and many on black top roads. 

Oiled six miles of road plus the esplanade. 

Machine mowed all roadsides and hand cut brush 
at several spots that machine would not handle. 

Cleaned and dressed shoulders and added mix 
gravel in preparation for asphalt top on four tenths 
mile at Chalk Pond Road. This was done under 
Town Road Aid. 

Cleared, drained and graveled eight tenths of mile 
at Chalk Pond Road using 3750 yards of fill and 
gravel also under Town Road Aid. 

Mixed 600 yards of cold patch which was used 
for repairing existing and paving some new mileage 
of black top. Also used on some driveway work for 
which the Town is reimbursed. 

Screened approximately 2500 yards of sand dur- 
ing year. We have our own screen which was de- 
signed and built by our crew at very moderate cost 


and should last for many years. The sand is used for 
cold patch and sealing and for winter sanding of ice. 


Many small items such as repairing and painting 
railings and posts, clearing fallen trees and limbs, 
filling holes and washouts from heavy rains, main- 
taining refuse barrels at the esplanade, etc. 


During the winter months we plow and sand 45 
miles of road plus approximately 150 driveways. 
Any spare time in winter is spent on equipment 
maintenance and clearing dead or nuisance trees 
from roadsides. 


Permanent improvements during the year include 
paving of three tenths of mile on Baker Hill, clear- 
ing, widening and gravel of three tenths of mile on 
Rollins Road, rebuilding of intersection of Cheney 
and Post Roads and the installation of six new cul- 
verts at various locations in town. 


Outside of regular highway work we cleared, 
graded, loamed and seeded the new addition at 
Lakeside Cemetery, cleared back refuse and filled 
with nw gravel at Town Dump and oiled or paved 
seventeen private driveways. 


We also do most of our_repair and maintenance 
work on equipment including electric welding.

SCHEDULE A 


GENERAL PROJECT INFORMATION 

The Town of Newbury, New Hampshire is lo- 
cated in the west, central part of the State. Perma- 
nent population of 500 expands to 5,500 during 
the summer months. iWthin the town is located a 
major summer/winter State Park and one of New 
Hampshire’s larger lakes. Major highways within 
the town include Routes 103, 103A and 103B. Av- 
erage daily traffic flow through the town amounts to 
approximately 2,500 cars per day peaking to a much 
higher number during summer months and winter 
ski weekends. 


A recognition of police enforcement was indicated 
by the town at its 1968 town meeting when a spe- 
cial committee was appointed to study the town’s 
needs. (See copy of report attached.) This commit- 
tee has spent two years studying their needs and 
propose presentation of their recommndations to 


the 1970 town meeting for acceptance and hopeful 
approval by the voters. If accepted, the new pro- 
gram will go into effect on aJnuary 1, 1971. Assist- 
ance is requested of the New Hampshire Highway 
Safety Agency and the Federal Highway Safety Bu- 
reau in implementation of the program on a 60-40 
matching basis. Appropriations over and above the 
base year police budget of $5,000 (1969) are to be 
considered as amounts to be matched. 

The project envisions establishment of a full- 
time chief, town-owned cruiser to be used as backup 
E.M.S. vehicle and related equipment. Budget detail 
is provided as Exhibit A attached to this application. 

It is understood and agreed that all equipment 
purchased will be purchased on a competitive bid 
basis; that proper inventory of equipment will be 
provided New Hampshire Highway Safety Agency; 
and that all such purchases will continue to be used 
by the Newbury Police Department in highway 
safety work upon project completion.

Mr. Parsons asked if Selectmen knew how many 
and which lots the Town owned. 

Moderator stated there was a map on file in Se- 
lectmen’s Office and Mr. Rich stated that there 
were between 77 or 79 lots still owned in Park 10. 

Mr. Perry spoke that in the years he had been 
Selectman he had put in a lot of time and study 
on Park 10, and that it has always been a headache 
to the Town. 

Mr. Perry’s report on Park 10 — 

“To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell the lots in Park 10.” 

Meaning — Any lots they may have taken by 
tax deed are scattered over the whole park, one 
here and there. There are no bounds to locate thm 
and it would cost the Town more than they could 
get for them to locate the bounds. There is only 
road layed out in the Park, so the lots would not be 
accessable. 

The Town my own 77 odd lots out of a total of 
390 lots in the Park. As of this date there are pos- 
sibly 18 lots on the tax books to individual owners. 
The balance of the lots (185) were sold by Mr. Mil- 
ligan to Mr. Davis, Whitman and Kelley. Mr. Whit- 
man and Mr. Kelley have taken over the Davis lots. 

I believe it is the intent of Mr. Whitman and Mr. 
Kelley, if the Town should see fit, to sell the Town 
lots in Park to them, they in turn would try to buy 
or swap lots owned by individuals or try to get them 
into a block which would be made accessable. 

After this has been done, Partition under RSA 
1955 Chapter 238: 7-8 under Redicated Ways: 

Any street, lane or alley within this state which 
has been dedicated to public use by being drawn or 
shown upon a plan of lands plotted by the owner, 
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and the sale of lots in accordance with such plan, 
shall be released and discharged from all public 
servitude unless such street, lane or alley shall be 
opened, built or used for public travel within twenty 
years from such dedication. 


The Selectmen of a Town may release and dis- 
charge any way dedicated as aforesaid, from all 
public servitude at any time after such dedication, 
upon petition by any interested party and notice 
and hearing thereon, whenever in their opinion such 
way will not be needed for the accommodation of 
public travel. 


All proceedings shall be conducted in the manner 
provided for the laying out of highways, and any 
interested party may appeal to the Superior Court 
from the decision, as in case of petition for laying 
out highways. If this was accepted by the Selectmen 
a new plan, enlarging the lot sizes and laying out of 
new streets to correspond with the properties now 
owned by others. 

I believe this is a good move for the Town to 
make and at the same time get the land back on the 
tax books. These lots and Park 10 have always been 
a headache for the Town and Selectmen over the 
years. 

Mr. Lawler then made the motion that all or in 
part the lots be disposed of by the Selectmen at 
Public Sale to the highest bidder. 

Seconded by Mr. Larson. 

Mr. Parsons asked if Selectmen would set the 
date now for Public Sale. 

Mr. Sherman answered that by law it must be 
advertised.

(Submitted by Mr. Smith at later date) 

At our first meeting, following Town Meeting, 
officers were elected. Herbert Smith, Chairman; 
Alice Lynn, Secretary-Treasurer. The next business 
taken up was land sub-division. Meeting regularly 
a draft was drawn up to present to the townspeople. 
Prior to this two new members were added to the 
Planning Board. Clarence Perry and Paul Dickman. 
The first meeting held was on a very rainy night, 
with very few in attendance. After the hearing 
some changes were made in the rgulations and 
more copies printed to send a copy to all land own- 
ers of Newbury. 
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The second public hearing was held August 2nd, 
and was better attended. At this hearing many dis- 
cussions and objections were brought forward. 


After this hearing the Planning Board had many 
discussions on sub-division but nothing more was 
advanced until we received some direction from the 
townspeople, hopefully at Town Meeting.

The continuance of the March 11, 1969 Town 
Meeting to act on Article 16, was held in the South 
Newbury Town Hall on September 11, 1969 at 
8 P.M. 


Article 16 was read by moderator after meeting 
was called to order, which reads as follows: 


“To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to negotiate and to all other things neces- 
sary to obtain a Bond Issue not to exceed ($150,- 
000.00) one hundred and fifty thousand dollars and 
also authorize the Selectmen to utilize the proceeds 
from such Bonds for the installation to sewerage dis- 
posal facilities at Croft Beach and Blodgetts Land- 
ing areas, along with State and Federal Government 
Funds. 


After much discussion with an attendance of 93, 
there were 67 votes cast. Yes—32 No—35. 

Article was defeated. 

Meeting adjourned 8:50 P.M.

COURTESY TOWN MEETING 
August 8, 1969 


Moderator, Walter Roberts called the meeting to 
order at 8:00 p.m. He greeted everyone and intro- 
duced all the Town Officers that were present. Also 
introduced Sal Grasso and Bill Fletcher, Engineers 
that were there to answer any questions concerning 
the Blodgett Landing Sewer Project. Moderator 
Roberts explained the purpose of the meeting and 
asked that questions be submitted in writing, they 
were then collected and acted on as follows: 


1. What progress has been made regarding the 
financing of the Bowles Road Sewerage ex- 
tension? G. Marquis 

Answer. “I have been with the sewer design since 

its inception.” Originally it was a summer system 
with shallow depth. These plans were drawn up in 
1960-61 so are now obsolete. They have updated 
the system including emergency generator and 
pumping station and manholes. He gave figures for 
Croft Beach as one hundred thousand dollars, Perry 
Section, fifty-seven thousand dollars and Coleman 
Point, thirty-five hundred dollars. Broken down as 
follows. Stat pays 40%, Federal pays 50% and 
Town pays remaining 10%. He stated that the col- 
lection sewer on Perry section does not get any state 


or federal aid. Mr. Grasso said that the plans are 
complete and are being reviewed by the State for 
acception, subject to acquisition of rights-of-way etc. 
and he felt that it looks as though the plans would 
be accepted. S. Grasso. 


Question. Do we have to pay for this new- sewer 
business? Blodgetts Landing resident. 

Answer. Would have to be worked out by the 
Town voters at Town meeting. M. Rich. 


Question. Has there been a survey made as to 
how many would like winterized sewerage? 


Answer. Yes. Mr. Al. Chaffee 


Question. Has there been a final decision whether 
Croft Beach will be winterized? Mr. Wolfe 


Answer. The design has been put in for winter- 
ized system. Sal Grasso 


Question. Will the streets have to be torn up again 
if it is winterized? H. Kitchin 


Answer. No. Grasso 


Question. There is talk of a new condominium 
going up, do we have to reconsider the plans or are 
the ones drawn up adequate? G. Marquis 

Answer. Rumors are that the condominium would 
be by the Casino and the plans and pumping sta- 
tion are adequate, though it would have to be a win- 
terized system. S. Grasso 


Question. Exactly how much do the Towns peo- 
ple pay? 

Answer. The Town raised seven thousand dol- 
lars to pay since the start. M. Rich 


Question. Has there been pressure made on the 
Town for the winterizing of the sewers from skiiers 
or winetr people? I feel that something is being “put 
over” on us. G. Worth 

Answer. No pressure has been put at all and I for 
one, would not tolerate any pressure. K. Sherman 


The Town should have better planning and should 
plan better in the future for this type of thing. Mr. 
McTatch, Bay Point Road 


Question. Is there a chance that it (sewer project) 
would not be put through on the next Town meet- 
ing? If so, those of us that are working hard for it 
will work even harder to push it through. We have 
100% signatures from Bowles Rd. G. Marquis 


The Selectmen have done a creditable job and 
should not receive any abuse. However, those that 
have signed the petition should be heard and the 
“Residents of Bowles Road feel that if any pressure 
is brought, those on Bowles Road will be the ones to 
bring it and whatever the cost, those on Bowles 
Road will be glad to pay. With persistence, we will 
have the sewer in the near future.” Mr. Wolfe 

2. Question. How can I get a septic tank re- 
moved? J.B. Worth 
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Answer. There are no restrictions if no new one 
will be installed. A. Chaffee 


3. Question. Could there be a dog leash at Blod- 
getts for the summer? 


Answer. Dogs are one of our biggest headaches 
in the summer. There is only a state nuisance law. 
A complaint must be put in writing and then inves- 
tigated. Would have to have a Town ordinance 
voted on at Town Meeting for legal action. Chief 
Jones 


4. Question. Request staggered parking on Pine 
Street, Blodgetts. Mr Obey 

Answer. I can recommend to the Selectmen to 
have | line parking lifted so cars can park on either 
side. Chief Jones 

Mr. Obey stated that Pine Street was being used 
as a race track now and that it was not so bad when 
it was staggered. 


5. Question. Was all Town property re-evaluated? 
Was all waterfront property increased? Is there any 
idea what the average percentage increase was? 
What was the percentage increase in th overall bud- 
get of the Town? Harry Dow 

Answer. We have 100% assessed valuation this 
year and also last year. The selectmen have the 
same state instructions as last year. All waterfront 
property was not increased. 

Mr. Dow: I don’t mean this year as we have not 
received the tax bills. Was all property re-evaluated- 
and was it increased? K. Sherman 

Mr. Sherman: Yes to both. Taxes go up only as 
County tax increases. School tax will go up again a 
great deal. If school tax goes up 20% then our 
taxes go up 10%. 


Question. Last year there was an increase of 55% 
for all water frontage. Where did the interest in- 
come go to? 

Answer. School costs absorbed much of it. Over 
20% .K. Sherman 


Question. Where can you go to see the evaluation 
of your property? 

Answer. Selectmens office. Moderator 

Question. What is total school budget? H. Dow 

Answer. Selectman M. Rich gave total. 


Question. Is there a difference in the rate of water- 
front property and other property? J. Worth 
Answer. No, tax is $17 a thousand. Mr. Sherman 


6. Question. Has the Town of Newbury agreed 
to accept responsibility for the maintenance of road 
in Birchfield if certain provisions are met? If so, 
what are the provisos? What moves can be taken by 
the residents of Birchfield to accelerate action in 
this Case? D. Twyon 

Answer. Any place that has ever been petitioned 
for town maintenance and plowing it has been the 


custom in the past that as soon as road is in shape 
for the road agents approval, it will be taken care of. 
M. Rich 

Question. What can Birchfield residents do for 
preparing for acceptance? Twyon 

Answer. They can put road in shape as to the 
road agents specifications. M. Rich 

Question. Col. Leonard asked “Where is Birch- 
field?” 

Answer. On the East side of the road to Sutton.

Question. I move that the following resolutions 
be adopted: 

Be it resolved that the non-resident property own- 
ers in the Town of Newbury urge the residents to 
adopt a zoning ordinance and a subdivision ordi- 
nance as soon as possible. L.C. Leonard 

Answer. Two years ago sub-division was accepted 
at Town meeting. Shortly after, there was a hearing 
and there was so much dissension that the board did 
not push it. The Board is now working on a Building 
Code to discourage small trailers. This would re- 
quire 750 square feet of living space. (approx. build- 
ing size 24’ x 30’) The outside, or exterior, must be 
finished within 2 years. The‘ code has been drawn 
up including chimneys, wiring, fire blockage in peti- 
tions etc. We need 2 public hearings and then it 
will be brought before Town Meeting for acception 
or rejection. As for zoning, we are working on it, 


but can give you no information on it at this time. 


We have had several member changes on the board, 
so it has slowed us up a bit. 
Mr. Alice Lynn, Chairman Planning Board 


Question. Does the Building Code cover lot size? 
Mr. Fairbanks 

Answer. No, only the building size. Mr. Lynn 

Mr. Marquis stated that a minimum house size 
should have a minimum lot size also. He would sug- 
gest five thousand square feet. 
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Harry Dow stated “I came from a small New 
England town and urge zoning, the quicker the bet- 
ter. I would like a show of hands for Col. Leonards 
statement. 

(A clear majority of hands were raised for zon- 
ing.) 

The moderator gave a re-run of how zoning has 
gone in Newbury over the past years. 

Mrs. Lynn stated that any outside change or ad- 
dition would have to be approved by the Board bte- 
fore anyone could make any changes, if the building 
code wete approved. 

Question. Could anything be done for the visibil- 
ity coming out on 103A in Blodgetts? 

Answer. Last year the state came in and removed 
those bushes and trees that they thought should be 
removed. A. Jones 

Question. Who is the Police Officer in Blodgetts 
this year? H. Kitchin 

Answer. Leo Mallon. A. Jones 

Question. Can’t he take care of speeding on Pine 
Street? H. Kitchin 

Answer. We cannot cover it 24 hours a day. If 
anyone has any complaints, please notify the Chief 
of Police or bring it up before this meeting. I will 
try to help out in any way I can. As for kids speed- 
ing, if you can get the license plate number, I will 
investigate and speak to the kids involved, as most 
of them are from the Blodgetts Landing area. If this 
doesn’t work, then I will speak to their parents and 
bring them into it. A. Jones 

Question. Can the State take down the dead elms 
on the Bay Point Road? Mr. McTachen 

Answer. That is State owned and I will speak to 
Parks Manager Parker. A. Jones 

Question. I would like to make a complaint about 
speeding in front of my home, on the nights that the 
Barn is open. L. Kinsman 


Answer. Chief Jones has just been called out 
from this meeting, but I will see that it is brought to 
his attention. Moderator 


The Moderator asked Col. Leonard to comment 
on the Lake Sunapee Protective Assn. 


Col. Leonard: Thought I am no longer an officer 
of the Assn., I am still very interested in it. It is a 
very worthwhile Assn. to belong to and I invite more 
members to join. They do periodic testing of the 
water to find spots of pollution. Another example of 
what they do is, there were 6-8 cottages that had 
sand hauled in to make a beach. The sand spread 
out and spoiled the swimming for everyone around 
that area. This was on a very busy summer week- 
end. The Assn. acted and now anyone doing this 
would have to obtain a permit and it would be given 
only when the vacation period was over. Three 
Towns that border the Lake appropriate money an- 
nually to have sewerage situation checked. We owe 
the contributing Towns thanks for that. We also 
forced the state park to do something about their 
sewerage. The more members we have, the more 
weight we can carry in the legislature. 

Question. Is Ice fishing still allowed on Sunapee? 
H. Kitchin 


Answer. Yes. M. Rich 


Col. Leonard answered that there were very few 
complains to the Assn. People feared: vandalism etc. 
However, there were very few people ice fishing and 
that they had had little or no complaints. This would 
indicate that the fishing should cause little worry. 

It was a unanimous vote to hold another Cour- 
tesy Meeting on the second Saturday of August of 
1970 at 8:00'‘p.m. at the Town Hall.
